The Central Comiand of the Volkspoligzei consists of three main administrations: the 
Nauptverwaltung der Deutschen Volkspolized (lain Administration of Serman Yolkspolizei) 
(HVDVP), headed by VP Generalinsnekteur Marl uaron, which controlls the teclmical volice 
branches, including the Srenzpolizei (Border Police) and the transvortpolisei 
(Transportation Police), and is located at 31 Seckendorffstrasce in Rerlinellioderschoen 
hauseng the Nauptverwaltung fuer ‘usbildung (sain Administration for Training) (HVA), 
headed by VP Yeneralinspalcteur Karielleing Yof{mana, controlliny the arny-type VP 
Dienststellen (tact2cal units and schools) (VPDs), and located in the test institute of 
the former derman Air Foree on udewer Chaussoe in Yerlinwidlershof; and the Uaupt=

Police branches under the jurisdiction of the Soviet done Laender 

and railroad districts, but under the central control ef the HVDVP, 
inelude: the Urenzsolizei totaling about 17,009 mong the Transport~ 
polizei totaling 7,800 mens and the tchutzpolizei (Safety volice), 
Kriminalpolizei (Criminal Police), Verwaltungspolizei (Administrative 
Police), Feuerschutepolizei (Fire Police), and betriebsschuta~A 

(Category-A Industrial Police), totaling about 57,000 men. “he Betriebs- 
schutz-B (Category-B Industrial Police), whose members are employed part- 
time and wear no uniforms, is subject to operational directives by agencies 
of the HVDVP. 


Except for the Transportpolizel, all aforementioned police brenches are 
controlled at “and level by the respective departments of the VP Landes- 
polizeibehoerdon (Lari Police Headquarters) (LBDVP}. The Grenzpolizei 

under each Landespolizeibehoerde is organized into Grenzbereitecharten 
{Border Police Units), with three Komiandanturen (Border Police sector 
headquarters) to a Hereitschaft and an averare of four Komandos (Border 
Police detachments) to a Komzariantur. (2) Schutazpolizei, Verwaltungspolizei 
and Krininalpolizei of the LOVPs are controlled by Polizeipraesidien and 
Polizeidirektionen in the cities and VP Kreisaerter in the Landkreise, 
Feuerschutzpolizei and Betriebsschuitz are functionally orcanized according 
to the importance of the installations to be protected, she corgpolized 
(Mine Police) of the Vissut Corporation is orzanized under its own VP Kreise 
amt, The Transportpolizei (Trapo) of the HVDVP is directed by VP Aenter= 
Trapo, in six of the eight railroad district headquarters, excluding the 
railroad district headquarters of Erfurt and Cctthus which de not have VP 
Aemter-Trapo but are subdivided into Reviere (subareas) under the Yeichs= 
bahn Aentbex (railroad subdistrict offices). The total strength ef the non- 
military Volkspoliszet is estimated at 92,000 men who are equipped with small 
arms only, Garbines are carried exclusively by the Grenspolizei, the 
Transportyolizei and the special motorized squads of the ochutanolizei. The 
uniform of the police under the jurisdiction of the Laender (Landespolizei) 
consists of a dark=-blue coat, long trousers, and a lichteblue shirt with 
red tie. A police star with the black-red-gold cockade in its center is worn 
on the visor-type caps and on the belt buckles, The rank inmpipgnia are the 
same for all police branches. (3) the Grenzpolizei wear green collar 

patches and epaulets and are distingwished by a4 silver~grey G embroidered 
on green cloth triangle which is worn on the upoer left sleeve. The Hetriebs~ 
schuty has its own emblem instead of the police star. ‘he motor vehicles of 
the Landespolizei have six-digit numbers with the prefis letters VP; the 
first two digits indicate the Land and the last two the Kreis. for example, 
police car VP 03-xx-3] belongs to the Landespoligei of Saxony and is 
atationed in the city of Leipzig.

The arny-type VP units are controlled dircetly by the {VA in Derlin-Adlers= 
hof via the Vachrichtenleitstellen (signalecormnications centers) of the 
Laender, Prior to Jovember 1950, the IVA had 33 VP Peroitschaften of 
Specific branches of service and 12 major and 5 minoyx VP schools for the 
training of NCOs and officers of specific branches of service and fumetions, 
Upon completion of a training period which had started in the fall of L3L9 y 
a complete reorganization of the army-type Volkspolizel was carried throuch 
in November and Decomber 1959, Twenty-four uniformly organized cadre units 
were activated by merging Fereitschaften and personiel from schools, 
Simitaneously the total strencth of the HVA units was slishtly reduced by 
a purge affecting all pelice who were politically unreliable or had close 
relatives in Jast Germany.

All IVA units, including the supply installations and guard units, are 
uniformly designated Volkspolizei Vienststelle (VPD). the 2h reeinent-- 
type VPDs were originally assigned numerical desiynations fron 201L/5 
through 224/28, which, however, were superseded in mid-January 1951 by 
four-digit numbers, and used for all VPDs in ‘IVA correspondence. ior 
example, VPD 1293 is the reginent—type [VA unit in Quedlinburg and VPD 
103) the {VA school in orfurt, No system in the issuance of these cover 
numbers is discernible. (4) the personnel of the VPDs receive their 
private mail through post office boxes, for exaaple, a menber of the VPD 
in Prenalau has the postal address; lr, Xs post office box No 16, 
Prenglau., In telephone and teletype communication, the VPDs and Nach 
richtenleitstellen have cover names. for example, in June 1951, VPD 1213 
in Prenzlau had the cover nane "Roomex" ,

VPD as instructors and Supervisors, A smal} group of staff personnel in 

each VPD exercises political surveillance and belongs to the SSB, 


The HVA achools are organized into a varying number of companies, with 
 Zuege to the company and 3 Gruppen to a Zug. They therefore differ 
essentially with regard to the number of trainees, Yor instance, the 
armored VP school in Yuestron-Priemerwald has 10 companies of about 100 
Police cach wheras the motor transport school in Apollensdorf consists 
of only 2 companies, lhe major branch-of-service schools with 8 to 10 
cCumpanies average roughly 1,100 trainees, while minor schools and comr'ses 
are estimated te have 200 to 300 trainees each. 
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10. The armament of the reginent~type VPDs is, with the exception of small 
arms, far below the authorized basic allowance, The relatively few

1t appears that 
the materiel kept in locked sheds with VPDs consists primarily of woviot .

fhe small aras available in the VPDs constitute a variety of Jernan and 
Czech models and in most cases approximate the authorized basic allowance, 
but cannot be considered eflicient combat equipment, The vehicle equipment 
of the VPDs averaces; 6 to 10 sedans, 12 to 20 trucks, and 8 to 10 
motorcycles. In comparison with the T/E of a Soviet uses Rezt, which 
authorizes 10 passencer cars, 180 trucks and 18 netorsyeles, it is evident 
that the VPDa can by no means be nade velicle-borne for combat eaploynent. 
The army-type Volxspolizei has a sixedipit motor vehicle maunbers of ths 
VP 00-xx—exx block, No systen for allocating the numbers is discernible, 
especially since the large~scale reassignment of veliicles during the 
reorganization of the IIVA in late 1959. 


11, The personnel of the IVA units wear dark-blue uniforms with oliva-drab © 
shirts and yellow-preen ties, She uniform is distinguishable fron that of 
the Landesvolizei only by the absence of the patch pockets. New VP officer 
candidates apnarently wear an "A" on their epaulets during the period of 
basic trainings. 


12, At present, the army-type VPDs of the HVA constitute a cadre and training 
force for a people's army possibly to be activated at a later tine. the 
organization of the 2h rezinent-type VPDs indicates the intemtion to 
combine three VPDs into one Sovict~style motorized yvifle division, which 
would make eight divisions, at a time politically advantageous, At present, 
the VPDs are still about 30 percent below the authorized Ell strength. 
However, they have beon slightly reinforced by continual recriitment of 
new personnel since the beginning of 1951, Large«scale inductions of new 
police recruits may be expected upon conpletion of the training period in 
Noverber 1951, On account of their wholiy inadequate, motley anil vartly 
obselescent heavy weapons equijnent, the VPDs are not qualified for combat 
euployment acainst an enemy with modern equip ent, In spite of frequent 
purges and intensive indoctrination, the Volkspolizei is still largely 
politically unreliable, Severe punishments are meted out and close 
surveillance has been instituted to correct this situation. In a serious 
test of their faithfulness to the Cormmnist recime, such as a combat em 
ploynent against Vest Gernany, the Yolksvolizei will probably constitute 
a reliable force only as long as there is strong Soviet support and as 
lon3z as the political and military situation does not tip the scales 
against the Sovicts, Since the components of the VPOs are roteting to 
tent camps for summer training, the police may be advanced in infantry 
training, but they are still in the initial phase of indoctrination ra- 
garding the combat employment of heavy weanons units. there have becn no 
indications that ample stocks of arrmmnmition for modern weancns are available. 
Unless additional vehicles are corriandeered from the German aconony, the 
vehicle equipment of the VPDs is wholly inadequate to make the units 
vehicle-borne, But despite all these substantial shortcomings, it should 
be borne in mind that the units of the HVA, once supplied with personnel 
and nateriel, may constitute an efficient forces when comloyed as « 
ea vel Lite of ihe Goviet Arnuey. In consideration of thet. present 
training and orcanization, the HVA units will bardty t :

The navy~type sea police units are controlled by the lauptvervaltung 
Seepolizei (Main Administration of Sea Police) (IVS) in Yerlin-Schocne= 
weide, headed by VP jeneralinspekteur Valdemar Verner. Strong Soviet 
SCC influence is exercised at the Hq INS through vovict Kanitans Lst 
Ranga Chukov, ({mu), anc Kulakin, (fnu), who wear the uniform of the 
Volxspolizei. In late “ay L9C1, the Secpolizei totaled 2,503 nen, 
ineluding 280 in the staif of tho HVS, It is to be brought up to 10,009 
mon by 1952. 


A training school for officers and NCOs of the Seepolizei is Located in 
Parow near Stralsund. It was opened in Jovenber 1960 and conducts ore= 
year courses. It comprises six training compenies with a total of 950 
trainees who receive Soviet-style basic military training, Jolitical 
indoctrination and special training in seawanship training, sirnal=- 
communications, marine enginecring, navigation and ordnance. A Sehiff= 
stammabteilung (sea police training battalion), consisting of three 
conpanies with 2 total of 350 men, is located in Kuehluncsborn. 


The seagoing units of the Seepolizei are as following: . 

a, The lst Minesweeper Flotilla of 1 flotilla leader and two divisions 
of 6 boats each. It is stationed in solgast, has a total strenzth of 
370 men and is equipped with old motor minesweepers of the former 
deraan Navy which mount only a few cuns and carry mince sweoping 
equipment o 

b, The 24 Coast Guard Flotilla which is being activated in Zinnowits, 
It consists of | former crash boats and is to receive additional 
boats which are being built. at the ingelbrecht Yard in Rerline 
Koepenick, Each boat has a crew of 20 mom. 

ec, Training Vessel Iwae of 400 tons with a cortplement of 33 and 
Trainine Vessel Berger I of fod tons with a complement of 303 both 
of which are berthed in Sassnitz. Additional vessels are being 
reconditioned or are under construction. 


The Secpolizei maintains the following signal-comminications installations 

a. Signal center of tho IVS, which recently moved from Lerlin-VWilheins- 
ruh to the former naval barracks in Stralsunf-Schwedenschanze. 

b. Radio control station in Glowe on tuegen Island. 

c, Radio stations in Lohme on Ruegen Island, otubbenkarer and Wustrow. 
The radio station at Arkona is still bein:: operated by Soviet naval 
personnel, 

do Radio DF stations in Tarnewitz, rorthwest of “ismar; md Barendorf, 
northeast of Travemuende. 

e, Signal stations at Ah¥beck, Arkona and on Poel Island. 


A course for signal personnel of the Seepolizei was conducted in Nerings= 
dorf from December 1950 to April 1951. 


The Vessels of the sespolizei are serviced by the shipyards in Wolgast, 
Stralsund, “arnemuende, NoStock and Wismar. New vessela are also being 
built by inland shipyards. The central. supply depot of the Seepolizei, is 
located in the former German Navy ration supoly depot in Volzaste 


Ta general, the Seepolized units are equipped only with carbines, pistols 
and machine guns. Sone twin-barreled and four-barreled model 38 20-mn 


AA guns are available for training, Most of the Seepolizel vessels ca 
mounts for light AA guns, moore uy 


The key personnel of the Seapolizei inclule only a feu officers with naval 
trainings Lost of then are younc and have had little naval experience. The 
radio personnel of the Seepolizei includes some experienced NCOs of the 
former German Navy, Yue to the shortccrnings in personnel and materiel, the 
handicaps in the restoration and construction of vessels and the lack of 
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billeting space, it is doubted that the Seepolizei will be substantially 
increased in the foreseeable future. It cannot yet constitute a factor 
in Soviet naval operations in and from the Baltic Sea. The Seepolizei 
can be employed only in mine~clearing and guard duty in coastal waters, 


luftpolizei. 
20, A Hauptverwaltung Luftpolizei (Vain Administration of Air Polica) (IVL) 


has been frequently mentioned in press dispatches. Althouch the HVL does 
not exist yet, a team, headed by VP Generalinspekteur Kessler and VP 
Chefinspekteur Heinz Zorn, the former chief of the IIVA Nauptabteiluns 
Inspektion, is engaged in work preparatory to the activation of an air 
police contingent. This team is composed of about 15 officers » all of 
whom are members of the former German Air Force, and functions under the 
HVA as Hauptabteilung z.b.V. (Main Department of Special Assicnnents). 
Most of the reports on the existence of a Luftpolizei are founded on 
rumors which mostly stem from the fact that mentbers of the former Germain 
Air Force have joined the Volkspolizei. It is positively known that the 
Volkspolizei in the Sovict Zone of Germany includes no air units or 
pilot schools. However, it is possible that VP personnel participate in 
glider courses of the FDJ to receive some elenentary training in flying. 
Reports stating that VP personnel received or receive pilot training in 
the U.S.S oR. cannot be evaluated and are possibly correct. Therefore, it 
is not out of question that, in case of an intended activation of a 
Luftpolizei, the air units could be activated relatively rapidly. 
According to rumors, the airfields of Neuruppin, otendal, orfurt-inders-. 
leben, Puetnitaz and Burg are allegedly earmarked for stationing Luftpoliz ei 
units,
